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Cabinet Can, If... 

Since the preparation of the G.O. budget requires con¬ 
siderable thought and careful weighing of the relative 
needs of various school groups, it is urgent that all mem¬ 
bers of Cabinet listen attentively and participate intelli¬ 
gently while the budget is under discussion. 

It is in this respect that improvement is needed. Some 
representatives (each of whom represents a team, club, 
or publication sponsored by the G.O.) tend to forget that 
they are at Cabinet meetings for a specific purpose, not 
just to argue with and entertain one another, and that 
along with the position of Cabinet representative come 
certain responsibilities to the individual members of their 
group and to the General Organization itself. 

If the members of Cabinet would keep this in mind, and 
if those presiding over the group would effectively use 
their powers and a thorough knowledge of parliamentary 
-procedure'-to- prevent interference with Cabinet’s purposes, 
we would have the strong, efficient student government 
which the students of New Utrecht are entitled to. 

The business of student government is a serious one 
and should be treated as such by all who are privileged 
to take part in it.

His name was mentioned in Sing and 
appears on lapel buttons . Many have asked f 
“Who is Pritchard Quigley?” 

We at New Utrecht, after having done 
some research on Pritchard Quigley, feel 
that the time has come to give him the 
recognition he has so long been denied. 
Washington, Jefferson, Lincoln — all are 
remembered. Why should Pritchard Quigley, 
another great American, be penalized just 
because his name is hard to spell? 

I propose that we adopt Pritchard Quig¬ 
ley as our school hero. A brief summary 
of his accomplishments should be enough 
to convince anyone. 

He was bom on April 1, 1763. Not much 
is known about his early childhood, but we 
do have evidence that even as a young 
student he had the curiosity and desire to 
question which have always been the hall¬ 
marks of a great man. He would not accept 
the law of falling bodies without actual 
proof. Our information is obtained from a 
small entry in the ledger which reads: “1 
floor, broken by student who dropped a 
cannon ball and an eraser simultaneously.” 

The next mention of him is found in the 
records of the continental army. Upon read¬ 
ing this, we wondered why a boy who had 
showed such promise in school had to join 
the army at a time when military service 
was not mandatory. It was discovered in a 
letter written by a friend that he could not 
enter college as a chemistry major because 


he had forgotten to take the entrance 
exams. 

Another letter solves a 200-year old mys¬ 
tery. History books say that it is not known 
who fired the first shot at Concord. It seems 
that our hero was walking up a hill with 
his shotgun in his hand and he tripped and 
. . . Just think — without the revolution 
we never would have had a city named 
Washington, D.C., or the Declaration of 
Independence, or the D.A.R. 

After he had started something as big as 
that, the Quig wasn’t one to quit. Carrying 
important papers one snowy evening, he 
took a wrong turn and wandered into a 
valley. Searchers set out, and soon the 
greater part of the army had met in one 
place — the center of this big valley in 
Pennsylvania. An avalanche sealed them in 
for the winter. For some reason he was not 
assigned to any important duties for the 
duration of the war. 

Having obtained independence from Eng¬ 
land, the new country held its first elections. 
Pritchard Quigley discovered that he had 
been elected to the Senate and was so be¬ 
wildered that he could not speak coherently. 
He rambled on in embarrassment, not say¬ 
ing anything. And so was born the indi¬ 
spensable filibuster. 

Pritchard Quigley’s achievements have 
become an integral part of the great Ameri¬ 
can tradition. We, of New Utrecht, should 
not permit his name to remain unsung.

Hillel once said, “If I don’t take care of 
myself, who will? And if I think only of 
myself, what will I amount to?” Mr. George 
Epstein, a member of New Utrecht’s Lan¬ 
guage Department and Guidance Depart¬ 
ment, is a strong believer in these words. 

Mr. Epstein was bom in Poland and came 
to the United States while still a boy. He 
attended Seward Park High School and took 
part in the first graduation exercise to be 
held at the school. While in high school, 
he was captain of the service squad, was 
on the editorial staff of the school news¬ 
paper, and was a member of Arista. 

Mr. Epstein enjoys reading about and 
studying languages—especially Hebrew, 
German and Latin. When he went on to 
City College he majored in Latin and Ger¬ 


man and took his minor in social studies. 
He received his Master of Science degree 
in education at City College, too. 

Before coming to teach at New Utrecht 
in 1945, Mr. Epstein taught at Eastern 
District High School, Lincoln High School, 
and Tilden High School. During his seven¬ 
teen years here at New Utrecht he has had 
many invitations to return to the other 
schools. “However,” he says, “I like the 
faculty and the students here, and so I 
decided to stay on.” 

When he first came to New Utrecht, Mr. 
Epstein taught social studies and mathe¬ 
matics but he is now teaching only Hebrew 
and German. Mr. Epstein is also a grade 
adviser and much of his time is spent in 
helping and giving advice to his pupils. 

Mr. Epstein and his life live in Flatbush, 
Brooklyn. He has one daughter who is now 
married. 

Summing up an important part of his 
personal philosophy, Mr. Epstein stated his 
belief that, “Dignity of one’s fellow man 
should be as important to one’s self as one’s 
own dignity. Man was created in the image 
of the Lord.”

College Column 

Question: When will students hear from 
the Municipal Colleges , with regard to 
acceptance? 

Answer: About the middle of April, can¬ 
didates will be informed. 

Question: When do Regents Scholarship 
scores come back? 

Answer: In mid-February, the scores will 
be received. 

Question: In what manner are students 
informed about Regents Scholarship scores? 

Answer: Results are mailed to their 
homes. 

Question: How are financial grants de¬ 
cided? 

Answer: Ranging from $250 to $700, the 
amount granted for Regents Scholarships 
depends upon financial need and costs of 
tuition and fees at college. Students award¬ 
ed Regents State Scholarships in 1963 will 
be required to file a sworn affidavit con¬ 
cerning the net taxable balance of their 
parents’ New York State income for the 
year of 1962. 

Question: If a student who has applied 
for financial aid from a private college is 
found ineligible for monetary awards , will 
this affect his application for admission? 

Answer: No. The two applications are 
considered separately. 

Question: When do private colleges send 
acceptances or rejections? 

Answer: Applicants will be informed 
about the middle of March. 

Question: Are there any fees for the mu¬ 
nicipal colleges? 

Answer: Students must pay registration 
fees and general fees for each semester. 

Question: Can one take a college course 
during the summer to earn credit towards 
graduation? 

Answer: Pre-freshman college credit 
courses are offered during the summer. 

Question: Is it possible to gain credit to¬ 
wards college graduation by taking an ex¬ 
amination while still in high school and

Cagers Down Lincoln, Lafayette; 
Furman's 44 Breaks Two Records 


After seven years of disappointment, the track team, coached by Mr. Jack- 
son Browne, has shown definite signs of making a major comeback. 

During the years 1931-1955, the Ute cindermen were either na¬ 
tional, city, or divisional champions. No more than two years went 
by without the harriers winning one of these titles. Mr. Browne and 
Mr. Barney Hyman, track mentor for many of the earlier years, were 
rightfully recognized as excellent coaches during those great years. 
Then, in 1956, the trackmen failed to win any championships. As 
Coach Browne put it, "‘People whom I had never seen before ap¬ 
proached me and asked, ‘What happened?’ ” 

What happened then is not fully known. What has happened since is 
a different story. After failing to defend their championship successfully, 
the tracksters deteriorated annually until this lethargy reached its climax 
in 1960 and 1961. Within ten years the Ute tracksters had fallen from a 
coach’s dream straight down to a coach’s utmost disappointment. But despite 
those unglorious seasons and years of defeat Mr. Browne is still a winner. 

Mr. Browne is not only a track coach—he is a coach in char¬ 
acter. To him, the most important aspect of an individual is his char¬ 
acter. I was not surprised when he told me, “When I think back to 
my past accomplishments, what pleases me most are the many boys 
whom I have developed into decent, worthwhile and successful men. 

I’m proud of my track record, but whenever a former student of mine 
brings his wife and children to spend an afternoon with my family, I 
realize the importance of instilling in a student’s mind the meaning 
of virtue rather than only the importance of being an excellent track 
performer.” 

According to Coach Browne, the team has manifested a great revival 
of spirit in track this year. The majority of his team consists of freshmen 
and sophomores. The boys are inexperienced and need extensive preparation 
and training, so Mr. Browne stays until five or six o’clock every afternoon 
instructing the boys in both their particular sport and the value of de¬ 
veloping good character and being referred to as honest and worthy men. 

* * * 

Howie Furman, our great All-American player, has scored more points 
in his school career than any other Ute eager. Howie, who wears number 44, 
scored 44 points against Lafayette. In the following game against 
Madison, Howie wore number 15, and superstition prevailed, for Howie 
scored 15 points. We advise Coach Gordon to make Furman wear a number 
like 65 or 72.
